YOUR  WORSHIP  AND  GENTLEMEN 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1963 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  prepare  an  annual  report  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances  and  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  administered 
by  the  Local  Authority  so  far  as  can  be  compiled  from  the  vital  statistics  made 
available  in  addition  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  request  specific  comment  on  certain 
matters, 

The  Local  Health  Authority  for  the  district  is  the  Kent  County  Council  and  as 
there  is  no  scheme  of  delegation  to  local  level  incorporating  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  the  only  reference  to  the  functioning  of  the  Personal  Health 
Services  in  the  area,  is  a  short  descriptive  note  approved  by  the  County  Medicai 
Officer 

The  year  under  review  co  incided  with  the  most  severe  and  prolonged  winter  in 
the  past  50  years  but  while  this  experience  undoubtedly  created  hardship  especially 
to  the  older  members  of  the  community  it  is  not  reflected  in  the  mortality  statistics 
in  fact  one  might  say  that  the  omy  real  casualty  in  the  promotion  of  community 
health  was  the  postponement  by  the  Council  of  further  smoke  control  areas  in  the 
district  consequent  upon  the  inability  of  many  households  in  maintaining  suitable 
warmth  through  interruption  in  supply  of  domestic  fuel

Circulatory  System 

Disease  of  this  system  was  responsible  for 
53. 5  per  cent  of  total  deaths. 

Cancer  (all  parts  of  the  body) 

This  condition  was  recorded  as  the  cause  of 
death  in  17. 6  per  cent  of  total  deaths,  with  cancer 
of  the  lung  being  foremost  of  the  sites  of  the 
body  afflicted. 

Respiratory  Disease 

11, 7  per  cent  of  total  deaths  were  assigned  to 
this  section  being  about  equally  shared  by 
Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  The  total  deaths  from 
Respiratory  disease  was  in  keeping  with  average 
of  recent  years. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Apart  from  Measles  which  accounted  for  90  per 
cent  of  notifications  received,  there  was  no  undue 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  community 
Of  the  20  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  11  re- 
lated  to  pre-school  children. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  12  new  notifications  of  Pulmonary 
origin  -  11  beibg  males,  and  7  deaths  -  6  being 
males.  Both  majority  of  notifications  and  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  in  the  older  age  groups 
The  number  on  the  Register  was  14  less  than  the 
previous  year”  s  figure  and  continued  the  downward 
trend  evident  over  several  past  years 

HOUSING 

Inspection  of  8  small  areas  of  the  City  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  total  of  70  houses  in  defined  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas^j  being  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

However,  no  further  progress  was  possible  in 
dealing  with  the  large  group  of  properties  in  the 
Deice  area  of  the  City,  the  majority  of  which 
would  come  within  Section  4  of  the  1957  Housing 
Act,  as  the  Council  had  not  resolved  the  difficulty 
relating  to  redevelopment  of  the  district  for 
future  housing  needs. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1961 
l HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION) 

The  Health  Committee  adopted  a  standard  set 
of  conditions  and  a  survey  commenced  on  some  700 
houses  which  were  picked  out  from  the  electoral 
roll  as  indicating  the  possibility  of  multiple 
occupation.  Experience  with  initial  survey  in 
dicated  that  about  10  per  cent  might  eventually 
be  subject  to  the  operation  of  the  Act 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Committee  decided  to  defer  acceptance  of 
an  area  of  some  1,000  properties  previously  in¬ 
spected  and  documented  by  the  Public  Health  In- 
spectorate,  so  no  progress  of  implementation  of 
the  Act  can  be  recorded,  The  nuisance  from  dust 
affecting  the  central  area  of  the  City  was  alle¬ 
viated  following  the  closure  of  the  Cement  Works 
on  the  water-front.

Temporary  depletions  in  establishment  had 
occured  when  Mr.  D  Igguiden  commenced  duty  on 
the  4th  April,  1963,  to  replace  Mr  ff  Jones  who 
was  appointed  Port  Health  Inspector  for  the  Roch 
ester  Port  Health  Authority  on  the  1st  January 
1963.  Mr.  R.  Bell  commenced  duty  on  the  30th 
September,  1963,  to  replace  Mr.  P  J  Brewer  who 
resigned  on  the  31st  May,  1963.  One  of  the  Clerks 
Miss  A,  Wallace  resigned  on  the  13th  June  1963 
and  was  not  replaced.

There  are  eleven  district  nurses  serving  the  Rochester  area  and  the  service 
is  free  of  charge  to  all  persons  whose  doctor  requires  them  to  be  nursed  at  home. 
Normally  the  patient's  doctor  arranges  for  the  nurse’s  attendance  and  the  name  and 
addressofthe  nurse  serving  any  specific  district  can  be  obtained  from  the  District 
Office. 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

In  the  City  of  Rochester  there  are  ten  County  midwives  whose  services  are 
free  to  those  patients  confined  at  home.  The  name  and  address  of  a  midwife  serving 
any  specific  district  can  be  obtained  from  the  District  Office. 


♦DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  such  help  is  needed 
owingtothe  presenceof  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
subnormal,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there 
is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary 
household  duties. 

♦NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or  housebound 
and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and  includes  the  provision 
of  alight  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  the  fires.  Night  service  is  provided, 
fornot  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the 
care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  need  attention 
during  the  night  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights 
a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

♦FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents’  consent,  in  households  where  the 
habits,  behaviour  and  standard  of  livingofthe  family  are  much  below  those  generally 
accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  mam  objectives  of  the  service 
are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the 
children  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive 
training  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow- 
on  service  for  nine  months. 
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*  FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  in  consultation  with  the  Children’ s  Committee,  for 
the  short  term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother. 
Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and 
the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  local  Training  Centre  for  the  Mentally  Sub-normal  is  at 

Darnley  Road,  Strood,  Rochester. 

Hours  of  opening:  Monday  to  Friday  9.30  a. m.  -  3.30  p.m.  during  ordinary  school 
terms. 

There  is  also  a  Home  Teacher  for  the  Mentally  Sub-normal  who  are  unable  to 
attend  the  Centre.

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NURSING  HOMES 

There  are  two  registered  Nursing  Homes  with  9  maternity  beds  and  30  beds  for 
general  cases.  The  homes  are  visited  from  time  to  time  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  the  County  Council  have  delegated  their  responsibilities  under  Section 
194  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  City  Council.  The  County  Council  however  is 
the  responsible  authority  for  the  supervision  of  the  midwives  working  in  the  Home. 

The  number  of  maternity  cases  admitted  during  the  year  was  28  of  which  15  were 
Rochester  residents.  The  number  of  general  cases  was  58  of  which  21  were  Rochester 
residents. 

One  Nursing  Home  having  4  beds  was  registered  on  5th  November,  1963,  and  is 
in  fact  a  mother  and  baby  Home  giving  temporary  shelter  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers;  arrangements  are  made  for  the  babies  to  be  delivered  in  Hospital.

WATER 

The  local  Water  Works  are  controlled  by  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  Water  supply  for  the  Strood  area  is  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Medway 
and  its  source  is  from  chalk  wells  in  and  around  Strood 

The  source  of  the  supply  for  the  rest  of  the  City  to  the  South  of  the  River 
is  from  wells  in  the  chalk  and  greensand  in  Chatham  and  the  surrounding  district. 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

48  samples  of  treated  water  i,  e  24  from  the  Strood  supply  and  24  from  the 
Chatham  supply  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  exam 
ination.  Also  at  monthly  intervals  samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  were  bac- 
teriologically  examined  at  the  Medway  Water  Board’ s  Laboratory  and  copies  of  the 
results  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  16,  051  dwelling  houses  and  a  population  of  51.620  supplied  from  public 
water  mams  direct  to  the  houses. 


SWIMMING  POOL 

This  is  a  200,000  gallon  open  air  Pool  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is 
filled  from  the  Town’ s  drinking  supply  and  the  water  is  changed  regularly  once  a 
year  and  at  other  times  when  considered  necessary;  it  is  topped  up  as  required, 
usually  after  back  flushing.  The  water  is  Chlorinated  and  a  Patterson  Filtration 
plant  (pressure  type)  is  in  use.  Alum  and  Soda  Ash  are  used  to  form  a  coagulent 
and  to  increase  the  alkalinity  A  daily  check  is  made  for  residential  chlorine 
content  and  pH  value,  for  this  purpose  a  Lovibond  Comparator  is  used.  During  the 
season  samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  bacteriological  examination;  this 
year  there  were  7  bacteriological  examinations,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  1963,  i5  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and  9  cesspools 
abolished  The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably  adequate. 

According  to  records  334  premises  are  not  connected  to  the  foul  water  sewer 
and  not  all  are  on  cesspools  so  that  some  drain  either  direct  to  the  river  or  to 
storm  water  sewers. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  under  the  control  of  the  City  Surveyor. 
Refuse  is  collected  once  a  week  and,  at  the  present  time,  is  dealt  with  by  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  on  Temple  Marsh.
